So far as the Department is informed the Hawaiian Commercial 
& Sugar Co, claim the right to erect a pier at Kahului by reason of 
the grant to Claus Spreckles, being grant #3343. The initial point 
in the description of this property is at the sea adjoining Hamakue 
poko, and the metes and bounds are complete as far as the sea ad- 
joining the land of Waiehu; thence the boundary runs along the sea 
shore to the initial point. The Government claims that this con- 
veys no land below high water mark,-and this is the distinction be- 
tween the title of the land belonging to the Youmans' Estate and 
the title of the land upon which the Hawaiian Commercial & Sugar Ca 
are erecting a wharf. 
As The Government for many years has maintained its jurisdiction 
over the entire waterfront of Honolulu Harbor and no wharves have 
been erected by private persons without previous sanction from the 
Government. If private parties have erected wharves or landings at 
other points, it has been, so far as I am aware, without either the 
permission or objection on the part of the Governma t. 
Bs The Government claims the right to object to the maintenance 
of any wharf or pier now built upon land below high water mark ex- 
cept in such cases as the title of such land may have been grahted 
by a previous conveyance from the Government, For similar reasons 
the Government claims the right to object or prevent the erection 
of any wharf or pier wherever the righté of the people require such 
action.

to the Company a subsidy of $2000.00 per mile for every mile when 
in operation, term of franchise, etc. That inasmuch as practic- 
ally the whole community along the line of the proposed road were 
against the granting of a franchise to this Company, the committee 
recommended that the Bill be laid upon the table.

"Your Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Bill #73 
relating to the Descent cf Property, beg leave to report thereon as 
follows: The object cf the Bill is to provide for the descent of 
property to more distant relatives than can inherit under the pre- 
sent law, Under the law es it now exists only children, parents, 
brothers, sisters, first cousins, uncles, aunts, ndeces, nephews, 
husbends, and widows can inherit. By the provisions of this bill 
if there are neither children, parents, brothers, sisters, nieces, 
nephews, husband or widow, the property shall go te "next of kin," 
that is the next nearest relative or relatives, be they grand par- 


cnts,second cousins or other kin as the case may be, so that the 
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property will escheat only where there sre no relatives. The 
passage of the bill would be a further step in the direction of 
rendering land titles more certain, and this without any real detrt 
ment to other public interests for the government has never, as far 
as your committee has been able to ascertain, claimed property thro 
escheat. We therefore recommend that the bill pass. Signed by 
Robertson and Achi." 
The report was tabled for consideration with House Bill #73. 
Report #119:=- Rep. Loebenstein presented the report of the Public Lands 
Committee on House Bill #56 relating to extending certain provi- 
sions of the Land Act of 1895 to private lands,-ctating substan- 
tially as follows: 

"There seems to be no good reason for the framing of this law, 
the Government now possess vast tracts of land suitable to all the 
varied purposes snd demands of agricultural, pastoral, and home- 
stead development. House Bill #52 which provides for the surrender 
of government tracts by the lessees thereof, in exchange for a por 
tion of such area not to exceed 600 acres, which bill has received 
the favorable consideration of your honorable body, will result in 
still further swelling the amount of government land available for 
many years to come. The bill in question is of doubtful utility, 
and it is safe to assume, that only in a few isolated instances 
would the occagsicn arise where the opportunity so afforded would be 
availed of by property and land holders,-and then only in respect 
to such lands of questionable value. . . . . A policy that subord- 
inate the general public interest to the interests of a few is to 
be condemned, the employment of a special corps cf surveyors, cleri 


assistants, etc., to perform functions when so much of a distinct= 
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ively public nature remains to be done, can not result otherwise 
than detrimental to such public service, nor does there appear 
that any provision has been made in this bill or by any measure yet 
presented to your honorable body for meeting the expenses that may 
be incurred should this bill become law, or possible litigation 
that may arise in respeet to titles, in which the Government could 
not escape being involved. For all of which reasons, your commit- 
tee respectfully recommend that the Bill be indefinitely postponed. 
Figned By Loebenstein, McCandless and Kaai."

Report #120:- Rep. Robertson presented the Report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on Petition #98 from C. K. Ayau praying for the appropriat- 
icn of $300.00 to compensate him for damages sustained during the 
recent flood, as follows: 

"ihe petition recites that the land adjoining his premises has, 
from time immemoriel been low, swampy land which during times of 
frechet permitted the water to flow off to the sea; that said swamp 
has recently been filled up to a level higher than petitioners pre- 
mises £o that storm waters sre now obstructed and banked up so as 
to overflow his premises; end claims that by reason of said filling 
in, the Government is responsible to him for the damage done during 
the recent storme. . . . Act 26 of the Laws of the Republic provides 
that "the Supreme Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction to kear 
and determine the following matters, and shall determine all quest- 
ions of fact involved without the intervention of a jury,- First: 
All claims agsirst the Government founded upon any statute of the 
Republic; or upon any regulation of an Executive Department; or 


upon any contract expressed or implied, 1ith the Government, anà

all claims which may be referred to it by either House of the Legis 
lature.' As the question of the lend involved in this matter is 
one of importance we believe that the proper course to teke is to 
refer the whole matter to the Supreme Court for hearing and deter- 
mination, and we so recommend. figned By Robertson end Achi." 

On motion of Rep. Kahaulelio, the Report was adopted and then 
referred to the Supreme Court as recommended. 

Report #121:- Rep. Achi presented the Report of the Specicl Committee 
of the Legislature which visited the Leper Settlement at Molokai, 
stating that the Committee from both Houses left this city at 9 p/m 
April 29th, 1898, on the steamer Noeau, accompanied by Hon. W. O. 
Smith,Precident of the Board of Health, and a number of other per= 
eons. The committee after visiting and inspecting the Bishop Home 
for Girls under the care of the fisters of Mercy with 133 inmates- 

& adult women and 60 girls,- the committee were conducted to Kala= 
wao and visited the Baldwin Home for Boys under the supervision of 
Mr. Dutton and four other gentlemen. There were 142 inmates domi- 
ciled here, 82 of whom were boys ranging from 5 to 20 years of age 
and 40 adults. The Home consisted of 51 buildings of all kinds. 
From the Baldwin Home the Committee visited and inspected the but- 
cher shop carried on by the Board of Health. The committee found 
this place to be clean and well cared for, and the cattle slaughtes 
ed in this place were in good order and condition. From here the 
Committee repaired to Kalaupapa where the Committee of both Houses 
held a meeting which was attended by nearly Soo lepers who stated 
their grievances to the committee, and presented several petitions 
for the consideration of the committee, It appeared to some of 


the Committee that there were now at the Leper Settlement a few 
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people who have not got leprosy, namely: Mr. Sims, Antone Keumi, 
Kamaka and a white man, and the committee thought best that these 
people and others from whom all signs of the disease have disap- 
peared should be re-examined as it was not proper for the Govern- 
ment to Keep people who were not lepers at the Leper Settlement. 
The majority of the committee recommended against appropriating 
$3500.00 for a wharf at Kalaupapa, stating that it was a matter 
that could be very well. put off until come future time; but recom 
mended that a sufficient appropriation be made for the purpose of 
supplying the people at Kalaupapa with as good supply as the people 
at Kalawao have,-for laying large water pipes to carry the water 
from Waikolu to Kalaupapa or to the Bishop Home. Signed by Achi, 
McCandless, Kaai. Rep. Gear, of the committee, recommended that 
the sum of $3000.00 be inserted in the Appropriation Bill for a 
wharf at Kalaupapa, 

On motion of Minister Smith, the Report was tabled for con- 
sideration with the appropriation bill, Senate Bill #4, and that a 
copy of the Report be furnished to the Board of Health without be- 
ing printed, 

Minister Smith gave notice of a Bill relating to Appeals from 
Decisions of District Magistratess and the rules being suspended, 
the Bill was allowed to be introduced ind resd by title for the 
first time and passed. 

Minister Damon gave notice of a Bill relating to Further Pro- 
viding for the Payment of Current Accounts, and under suspension of 
the rules, the Bill was introduced and read for the first time by 
title and then passed first reading. 


Minister fmith gave notice of a Bill relating to the Store 
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Maintained at the Leper fettelemnt by the Board of Health. 

Quest. #loS:- kep. Gear propounded a question of the acting Minister 
of the Interior whether it was a fact that the residents of Kalihi 
were unable to get water from the Government pipes from 9 A. M. to 
4 P. M., and whether the Government had inserted any item in the 
Appropriation Bill for a Pumping Plant at Kalihi?

nold or manage Public Cemeteries, as this Bill fully provided for 
the management of Cemeteries by Cemetery Associations under the cor 
trol of the Minister of the Interior, with the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, and subject to the regulations of the Board of 


Health for the interment of the dead. The committee recommend that 
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the Bill pass. Signed by Gear and Kahaulelio." 
The report was tabled with the Bill. 

Report #124:- Under suspension of the rules, Rep. Gear presented the 
Report of the Public Health Committee on House Bill #79 relating to 
Veterinary furgery, stating that the object of the Bill was to pro- 
vide for a Board of Veterinary Medical Examiners, to act without 
compensation, whose duty would be to issue certificates of qualifi- 
cation to applicants for licenses to practice Veterinary Surgery, 
Medicine and Dentistry, such Certificates of Qualification being 
presented to the minister of the ynterior, entitling the holder to 
a license upon payment of the fee of Ten Dollars, and also penal- 
ties were provided for any one practicing as a Veterinary without 
a license.

lic nature by private corporations or individuals, on the same sta~ 
tus and basis as private lands, and under the law of condemnation, 
it is then difficult to see how such right could be acquired. ... 
We therefore recommend that House Bill #75 be indefinitely post- 
poned. figned by Loebenstein, McCandless, and Kaai."

Guard of Hawaii as they existed now simply provided for an oath for 
enlisted men only, and this Bill provided also for an oath for Of- 
ficers which was a necessary addition. That Section 3 of this Bill 
provided for an additicn to Section 29 of the existing laws (Vide 
Act 20 Session Laws of 1895), which provided that a General, regi- 
mental or garrison court-martial could be held for any crime which 
was not capital or punishable by law, but which was against good 
order or militery discipline. This provision had also been provida 
in the United States Military Laws, and all such crimes, altho not 
reached or punishable by law, were to be taken cognizance of by a 
general, regimental or garrison court-martial, according to the 
nature and degree of the offense, and punished at the discretion 


of the Court, The committee recommended that the bill pass. 
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The report was tabled for consideration with Senate Bill #35. 

On motion House Bill #64 relating to Construction of Railways, 
was taken up on its second reading with the report, and bill was 
read by sections. Sections 1 and 2 and the title all passed as reg 
and on motion of Rep. Kahaulelio, the bill passed second reading, 
end third reading was set for Monday.

visions of the law. There should be no distinction in the Court to 
refuse an exception to an order granting a new trial. 

"We recommend that the bill pass with the following amendments. 
(Then follow the amendments.) Signed by Robertson, Achi, and Kaeo."

That at present there were about 2800 male 
inhabitants over sixty years of age and consequently were exempt 
from the payment of the road tax; but by the passage of this bill 
about 450q more would be added, of which number about 30 per cent. 
were Hawaiians, 50 per cent. Asiatics, 18 per cent. Europeans, and 
2 per cent. of other nationalities. That it was a well known fact 
that the majority of the wealth in our country was not among the 
Hawaiians and Asiatics, but they nevertheless paid far beyond their 
just proportions of the taxes. The Committee recommended that the 
bill pass, with various amendments, Signed by Pogue and Gear. Rep 
Paris did not concur with the majority in the above report. 

The report was tabled with the bill.

Robertson, and all rose under a quest= 
ion of privilege; but were all ordered to sit down by the Speaker. 

When order was restored, and on motion of Rep. Richards, Rep. 
Robertson was allowed the floor in order to retract the objection- 
able language he had used. 

Rep. Loebenstein then claimed the floor as while in possession 
of the floor, he was forcibly ordered by the Chair to sit down. 


The Speaker said that when there was any disorder in the Housg 
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he had a perfect ri -ht to order any member to sit down until order 
was restored, and he so ruled. 

Rep. Loebenstein appealed to the ruling of the Chair for not 
allowing him to state his question of privilege soon after order 
was restored.

November and December; until those taxes are collected, the Treas- 
ury may be short of funds for the carrying on of the regular ex- 
Penses of the Government. It can be easily seen therefore that the 
Passage of this bill will greatly assist the Government in the 
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steady prosecution of the care and maintenance of our regular re- 
pairs and improvements, We understand that in the past it has been 
the practice of the Minister to give his personal note for the ad- 
vance of funds in order that current works may not be stopped. We 
consider that this is mixing the personal with the official respons 
ibility of the ‘linister to a degree that is to be deprecated; that 
it is far better that the Minister should give his official note 
for the money borrowed temporarily for the use solely of the Gov~ 
ernment. We do therefore recommend that the Bill pass. Signed by 
Pogue, Paris, and Gear, Finance Committee."

"This Act seeks to define what class of business concerns or 
houses shall be exempt from taxation, on the aggregate value taken 
as a whole, that is to say: Any person, firm or corporation doing 
business strictly buying and selling goods is, by this Act, not 
required to conform with the provisions of the above named section. 


"Your committee after careful consideration believe: 


i First: That as mentioned in a former report every business firm do- 


ing business with different kinds of personal property or real pro“ 
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perty, or real and personal property, for profit, should come under 
the provisions of this section. 

“Second: That such was the understanding of the Legislature which 
passed the Act, as vell as those who originated this section. 
Third: That this section, as well as a portion of Section 17 of this 
Act, grants two arbitrary powers to the assessors to place fictic- 
ious and intangible value to combinations of property for business 

purposes. 

Fourth: That no law on our statutes to-day is more unpopular and is 
possible in its enforcement to create more friction than this same 
law. 

"By the Minister of Finance's report, we find by the entire 
Act the increase in taxes received from corporations since this Act 
has become law, was in the first year of its enforcement $74,350.24 
In the second year of its enforcement a still further increase of 
$15,090.14 or $89,440.39, making a total increase for the period of 
say, $163,790.64, which we believe is understood to be entirely 
due to this Section 68. We do not consider, however, that such id 
the case, for the reason that the fact change of time of assess- 
ment would in the case of all sugar corporations largely increase 
the property valuations in the case of their entire season's crop 
being assessable, which was not done under the old law, the crop 
having been exported and without the jurisdiction of this ,epublic, 
after date of assessment. # # # # In the opinion of your committee 
the burden of taxation can be better and fairer placed where it 
should be by the imposition of an income tax, where the assessment 
can be made, not by guess work or arbitrary ruling, but by the in- 
spection of books of the actual accounts of those liable to taxa- 


tion. We therefore recommend that this Bill be laid upon the

That our conetitution provided that private property might be taken 
for public uses, but that the Constitution was not in itself self- 
executing, and it was therefore necessary that some Bill be passed 


providing the ways and means by which this right might be exer- 


cised. 
Second: That it was also an established rule of law that a cor- 
poration or other agency to which the right of eminent domain might 


be delegated, by exercising such right thereupon becoming subject 


to legislative control. 
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Third: That’ it was also the law that the Legislature had the 
right of eminent domain to corporations or other agencies. One of 
the courts, in passing upon this question stated that ‘all great 
improvements in our state are made through private incorporated 
companies, and perhaps better accomplished in that way than any 
other way." The committee therefore recommended that the Bill pass 
Cigned by Gear, Robertson, Wilder, and Achi.

These Islsné 
need a cable, it is the most necessary institution outside of a 
sturdy population and an exuberent coil that we can have for the 
general prosperity. Your committee has considered the possible 
misuse of franchise which might result from hasty legislation upon 
so important a matter. Your committee finds that previous efforts 
have been made in this line, but that they have proved abortive. 

It feels that every effort should be made to obtain a cable, at the 


same time that it feels that no one for the sake of present advan- 
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tage, should wreck future prospects. The Bill under consideration 
does not give an exclusive franchise between these Islands and the 
United States. The exclusive franchise asked for is between these 
Islands and yapan, and that the length of time is but twenty years. 
The penalties for commencing the line and forfeiture of privilege 
are ample. Your committee finds that Bill #45 merely makes changes 
in the existing law to make it harmonize with the provisicns in 
Bill #21, Your committee therefore recommends that both bills pass 
figned by Atkinson and Robertson." 

The report was tabled for consideration with Senate Bills #21 
and #45,

A system 


of the private banking of public funds had been carried on by the 


Bureau of Public Works, and which action is deserving of the sever- 


est censure. The Report presented by Mr. Rowell as Superintendent 


of Public Works, as an exhibit of the business of the Bureau for th 
past biennial period, is neither satisfactory nor reliable. etc. 
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"A knowledge of the sub-letting of road contracts is shown, and a 
censurable neglect of inquiry by the Superintendent of Public Works 
or his subordinates, of the character and class of work of these 
sub-contracters. Signed by Loebenstein (Chairman), Paris, Pogue, 
and McCandless, Majority of Committee. I do not concur with this 
report, as I do not believe Mr. Rowell has been fairly treated. 
Signed by Isenberg, for Minority."

This claim your committee does not think can be 
made good, Inquiry shows that though it may wmake-the gains of the 
smuggler less, there will still be inducement for him to smuggle, 
As to the restriction of its use, your committee sees that the act 
provides that opium shall only be supplied to those who are now 
habituated to its use, but what is to prevent those habitues from 
furnishing the drug to others who have never used it, thereby swell 
ing the number of its users, who will, in time, demand their supply 
of the legal purveyor of the institution created by law to pander 
to the appetites of the victims of this habit. .... It is not 
necessary to go into the further details of this act, That those 
who support it are entirely honest in their views, is to be pre- 
sumed. But that it will work harm and be a source of corruption ap 
pears on the very face of it, Aside from all political reasons, 
and these in the minds of the committee are strong, for it must be 


remembered that it was the attempt to pass an opium license bill 


and a lottery bill which finally overthrew the monarchy,-was in 
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fact the teterrima causa of that cataclysm, there is no consider- 
ation of man's duty to man, no mere sentiment,but the duty of the 
stronger, the better educated, the man further advanced in evolut- 
ion; to his weaker, his less advanced brother, not further to de= 
grade him, rather to assist him as far as possible by removing 

from his path, by putting out of his reach, all means, all tempta- 
tions which may further cast him down. Your committee therefore 
recommends the Bill be laid on the table, Signed by Gear, Atkinson 
and Kahaulelio."

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"I am unable to approve of the following items under the sub=- 
heading Postal Bureau of Senate Bill No. 4 to wit: 'Mail Subsidy 
Wilder's S. S. Co. $3000; Mail Subsidy Inter-Island S. N. Co. 
$3000.' and hereby veto the same. My objections to these items are 
the same for each of them, and are as follows: 

"I deem it to be against public policy for the Government to 
subsidize steam=ship lines or any private enterprises except thro 
explicit contracts which condition the subsidy upon definite public 
services to be performed by the party receiving the same. | 

"Hitherto Hawaiian coasting vessels have been required to carry 
mails free of charge as a condition of their coasting licenses. If 
the time has come when this service should be paid for by the Govem 
ment, in regard to which I do not express any opinion in this con- 
nexion, it should be done by legislation amending the present law, 
and requleime he execution of proper contracts providing for satis 
factory delivery of the mails as to regularity and frequency and in 
other ways guarding the interests of the public. 

"Another and serious objection to these two items is that the 
appropriation bill thereby amends an existing law without referring 
in its title to the law amended, or to the subject matter involved.
